LATER THAN JUNE 30th. 

Any fawner who did not apply for Wheat Acreage Reduction 
payment in either 1941 or 1942 and intends to do so in 1943 
must notify his municipality of hi s intention before May 31, 
and then make his claim after seeding. 

lorms are available in the offices of the municipalities or dir¬ 
ect from offices of tire Wheat Acreage Reduction Administra¬ 
tion in Winnipeg, Regina and Edmonton. 

Stattmients of claim may be submitted to Municipal Offices or 
to Offices especially arranged to receive them in localities not 
served by municipalities. Delay in making claims should be 
avoided; they may be filed immediately seeding is completed. 
Persons having interests in farms as landlords may submit 
applications at once.

WHEAT STEM SAWFLY 

Just one year ago, we emphasized 
the sawfly threat. We directed the 
attention of farmers to an excellent 
description of control methods, 
Special Pamphlet No. 59, and placed 
* copy in all line country elevators. 

Let us remember two facts. 
Firstly, the sawfly is still a threat 
and, secondly, it can be controlled. 
The results of research and experi¬ 
mentation arc, year by year, leading 
to more effective control methods. 

Last year, Dr. K. M. King and 
Dr. C. W. Farstad, through the 
co-operation of farmers, conducted 
a series of is satofly trap demonstra¬ 
tions. The results are lull of mean¬ 
ing to all wheat farmers in eawfly 
areas. We quote from the report: 

“In every district, except one, 
well-planned sawfly traps gave very 
worthwhile control in 1942 ... They 
show clearly that good eawfly traps 
can be highly effective in Saskat¬ 
chewan. 

“In the trapped fields, as an 
average, less than 2 rods at the 
margin were sufficiently infested . . . 
to result in severe lo- s of heads 
due to fallen stem: Comparable 
untrapped wheat was severely in¬ 
fested to more than 11 rods from 
the margin, on the average of the 
districts represented in this study. 

“It is estimated that, on the 
average, at least ten times as many 
heads of wheat were lo t in Ilia 
untrapped fields than in thj com¬ 
parable trapped on:
